8t. Francis of Assisi, who is thus 
bcinir honored, was a contemporary 
of St. Dominie. One was born in 
Italy, the other in Spain St. 
Francis was hern m ll-l and twen- 
ty-five years later s>- |i:i l al ■ d himself 
from the woild and i inoraei'd a life 
of poverty. In Oetohei-. \M'.K Iter- 
nard of (^uin ta\ a He. a ric h nn'rehniit 
of .Assisi. and I'eter of Calina, a 
eaiioii ill the CatUedrul of that eily. 
who had vN'ituesscd and admired the 
virtues of the young Francis, joined 
themselvea to bim, and this is con-< 
aiderad the time of the founding of 
tKe order. From that time the order 
has grown and flouriBbed. St. 
Francis died in 1226. Since then his 
followers have carried the erir-s to 
inaM.\- lands. They have linili 
iliiirelies and seliools. Hiieeored the 
[loor and homeless and in many 
ways have endeared llieinselM's m 
the people. 

Here in liOiiisville the I'raneiseans 
have four fine churches, parocliial 
sehools, halls, rectories and a very 
handsome monastery. Their \v«irk 
for years has brought blessings te 
those among whoul they havt 
lalmred, and ilielr respective floelis 
are showing their nppreciatiim of 
the Franciscan Friara.

AlioanI sliii) cii route to Ireland 
they met a iuiiiih«'r nf deligfht fill 
in'ojile and formed several ae<|uainf- 
aiioeshipH. Among those they met 
were Judge Marcua Kavan.itrli, one 
of the ablest men in Chicago. .Imlge 
and Mrs. Kavanagh traveled tbrougii 
part of Ireland -with Judg t 
()'l>olierty's party, and they met 
again while in Englandk 

The party spent a wiBt in Donegal 
and enjoyed its wild sftnery. While 
there they spent a «ljiy as the guests 
ot Seiiiii.is M:ic.\l;iiius, I risli aiitlioi' 
and patriot. They also visited Deny 
and several other einiiilies In the 
.Vorlh of Iri'laiiil. I';vei'v v\ lien 
,liidjfc O'Dolierty found eniidii ions 
improved heyond all e.V|ieet:itions, 
and the (leupie jubilant over their 
l)ros|R'rity. In cue place he visited 
a big tobacco factory, one that em- 
ploys more than 5,000 hands, the 
majority of them gtrla. This factory 
is conducted by a firm named 
(iallagher. It has a vi'arahouae in 
Ilcmlersou and liiiys most Of its 
tobavco in Western Kimtucky. One

■liidjLre O'Dolierty «a.s slunvn all over 
the jdatit and foiind everytliiiif: 
clean and iip-to-dati'. 'I'lie work 
rooms were lij;lil ;iiiil airy. l'".;ceel len t 
suuitury arrautfeaieats, toilet roiiiiis, 
even dining rooms, had been jiro- 
vlded. For a purely noniinul sum 
the girls can get their breakfast or 
dinner If they desire, or arc at lib- 
erty to take their meals at home. 

>Vhile in Belfast .liidge O'Oohcrty's 
party also visited one of the big 
shipyardx. Ten large ocenu going 
stouniers w 're in eonrse of eo.ist ruc- 
tion, 'I'lie keels of soiui' liad only 
lieen laid, while the fiirnisliinffs were 
lieiiiir placed in piisilioii in others. 
The workiiieri all ;ip|ieari'd healthy 
and li;ipp> and there were no coiii- 
j>lainls ahoiit Wii^rcs or emidil ions. 
.\t another town m Ireland .ludg-e 
O'Doherty visited a linen factory, 
probably thi? largest in ilie world, 
•where 5,500 hands are employed. 
Flax has to be handled while diimp, 
and this makes the floors wet and 
uuploasnnf. but the many girls and 
men engaged in. the work go about 
their lahors willingly ami unconi- 
plaiiiiugly. 

.\t another phiee the Kentucky 
tiinrisis ■, isitetl a china fuctory, 
"here till' fainoas Helleek ware i,< 
made. .Iinl^'e » I'l li ili e it y --a \ ~ it i- 
I- liaiids.iiiii- .1^ any ehiiiawari' made 
in Mie uoil.j. 'I'lie faefory is w»irk- 
iiiK inertiiiie. ami the firm is moiitlis 
liciiind in its order.. On a trip dovMi 
the Boyne on a stearnlioat the .Inde'e 
heard voices singing one of .Moore's 
melodies. He went to invest igule 
and found a Dominican church choir 
from Oundallc on an outing. A prii-si 
and the leader nr eboir roaster were 
along. To please the visitors from 
.Xmcricji they snni; a nnmher of 
.Moore's meludies, Ulien they fontui 
the straiifrers were from Kentiiek\ 
the eliiiir reiideri'd "My Old Ken- 
taeky lloine."

.Old ilie e\eellenc»' of its department 
of which there are none 
liner ill the world. • 

"I think." continued the .liidce, 
"that theiH> is n disposition on the 
part of the majority of the Kiiglisli 
people to -deal fairly with Ireland nt 
last. The people care little ahoiit 
Lords ami Karls and Diikcs. .\ com- 
plete rcvolutiiw i:< going on in Kng- 
land. "Phe wurkinguan there is uoi 
as well treated us in Ireland. The 
lioveriiment i>' liuildint.'' enttafres for 
the Inliorers iu Ireland. .\s fa'-t as 
|>ossiiile the lahori'rs .-iiid their fam- 
ilies are being lioused in these iieai 
sioiy bouses, with slate or tilo 
rooi's. An acre of ground goes with 
each home. 

"In TCngloml there is a dearth of 
employment, and the wages of those 
employed is verjc low. I talked to 
an expert car.'iagc blacksmith. Tic. 
Sad walked thirty-five miles that 
dflT to catch a frain. lie Imd been 



out of employment four months. 
When he worked he earned thirty- 
two ahillings a week, about $H nf our 
money, and out of that had to sup- 
port his wife nnii six children. I 
talked with nmiiy people who had 
even worse tales to tell. One uian 
had eifrhteen ehililreii. He made $7 
a. week Ijreakinj,'' jii^r.*! "f iron in u 
smelting furnace. Kuglanjl is a hive 
of uniCst. There is a contplete 
revolution going on there." f 
Jvdge O'Doherty caa entertai^ 
anyone for hovra with Itories of hiw 
travels, and every wad is inter- 
esting. f

'Ihe Lords not onlv of Ireland, 
but of Kugland and Scutlutid as well, 
want the Irish laml bill, that pass<'d 
its fiii,il slaL'e ill the Huiise of Com 
nions last week, defeated. Hon, 
I'. O'Connor, one of the Irish le;j 
ers in Parliament, an, 
is exactly what the 
still more the Irish 
hope to see happen, 
are even more bitter 
Lords than the KngUsli 
exery liberty that Ireland has ' 
she has won it after it hml been 
fe.'iled and postponed for decades 
the Lords; and every liberty 
liiipes to «in she eoiild iret tun 
row if it were not for the eertai 
that the House of Lord 
throw out a liniiie rule lueiisurej. 

From that tactical point of view, 
too, it is most ilesirabk' that Ithe 
House of l.,ordM should throw lout 
the Lioyd-Ocorge budget us well 
the Birrell land bill. Kcsnlutlon^ of 
an abstract character never have 
any iaflucncc •\vilU Knglishii^cn; 
they want somotjiing concrete to 
really arouse thvm niid lo iiil'lanie 
ibein. And the a'tciiip: !■.. t;\e-.e 
heredltni^ i*nd ierowpiMMiible legitw. 
lators to tiike ont of the liaiids of 
taiylishmeii the side eniitrol of the 
iiioney v\liieli they supply in ta\e~ 
Would in; just one of those concrete 
» rongs which most appeal to Itliu 
Knglish mind. 

The result would mean the dis- 
ruption of the present Cabinet. "Ttte 
election that would follow might 
not aend back as big a Liberal ma- 
jority as that at present existing, 
which of course Is u fresh majority, 
hat II would senil back a hig Lib- 
eral ina.jorit,v. n\u\ one large eiio^igli 
to pill sncli a rein on tlie pretensions 
of the Mouse of Lords as would 
make it iiiipossililc f<M' them to 
staed iH'twcen the |S'.iple and the 
many reforms whi<'li tiny uiiiil. 
Irehiiid stands to win inure in s^ieli 
a struggle tlniu any other of the 
four nntionulities. If it were not for 
the House of Lords the present 
House nf Commons wotdd give Ire- 
land home rule by a mnjority of 
300, and on as cxtenMive a scab- 
any reasonable Irishman cotdd 
j>ect fmm a lliiiish assembly.

1h<" l iiiiid Stales Department of 
.\Krk'ulnire h.-is esiahlished a liiireaii 
of Forestry, and that huieaii Is doliiK 
(treat work In the diffusion of 
kiKiwledKe concerninK the iieei's>li> 
for the conservation of the forests. 
While It deals solely with llie foresis 
of the Culled States, the information 
is of interest throughout the world, 
.\ble scientists are at the bead of this 
bureau, and from time to time 
articles are sent to the papers 
throughout the country. The last 
circular letter was written by Tread- 
well Cleveland, Jr. In part he mya: 

"In connection with the general 
plan to conserve all natural reaources 
it Is the moat lmiK>rtant and far- 
rcachliiK economic policy ever 
adojiied and pursued liy any nation. 
The loresi Is on,' of the chief sup- 
ports of I he whole iniiierial fabric of 
our elvill;{atloti. The forest lueaiis 
not only a perinaiieiit supply of wood 
and the life of nil the Industries 
which deiH-nd upon li. but also the 
control of the waters for human use 
There Is only barrannaoa In the 
future of the nation which baa loat 
the use of wood and the control of 
water. 

"The sort of use that was made of 
natural resources during the pioneer- 
ing stage, while right enough at thi^ 
time. Is far too wasteful to be carried 
on into the new iiiiilustrlal era. It 
b»n shown that we are still destroy. 
luK the forest as we use II: that wi 
are taking from U every year three 
and a half times as niiich wood as Is 
added by the new growth. It has 
shown that less than one-third of thi 
growing tree felled by the lumber- 
man is ever used at all, so that fwo- 
thirds of all the timber cut Is simply 
destroyed. It has shown^that one- 
eleventh of all the foreats are swept 
by flres every year, and that on the 
average since 1870 forest flres have 
yearly cost |fiO,OOn,ni>ii in timber 
and lifty lives. It has shown that 
over ItH per cent, of all the forests In 
Itrivate hands— which comprise 
three-fourths of all the forest land 
and I'oui-llfths of all the wood -is 
thus di \aslali'd hy desunethe use 
and the seourne of unihecked (Ires, 
while less than 1 inr ii iil. Is properly 
handled for Hiiccessivt; crops or ef- 
fectively protected from tires. The 
forest aa a resource is rapidly being 
obliterated. 

"Bnt the inventory of the forests 
has had yet other ugly facta to reveal. 
With the disappearance and de 
terioration of (he mountain forests 
the nation is losing control of the 
atreaius. which are useful |n our elv 
111/ailoM in ways and degrees iin- 
liaralleed li> any other n source. I'lir 
water foi doMiesiic imrpose is of 
course liidis|iensable: usable water ai 
the right seasons Is the sole leliaiiee 
of the great projeets hy whicli the 
arid lands are vivified by irrigation: 
(heap water transportation is a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents to every 
citizen; trustworthy power streams 
are the key to the age of electricity . 
at the gates ot which modern in- 
dustry is standing. Vet the guartlian 
of the waters is steadily comiHdled 
to retreat before the ax and Are. 

"In waste alone we reject more 
than iwo-third.s of the lumber thai 
inii.'hi lie taken from the staiidinfr 
ireex. .\t least half of this waste is 
niini'eess.iry. In (he first place, we 
waste till- forest by refusing tu take 
aihaiitafre of its full eapticily for 
growth. I'roteili'd and properly 
maiiag'ed. our fme-tv will produce 
far mori' wood than they do at pres- 
ent. 

**It is not use which destroys the 
forests, but waste. Not use aa auch, 
but deatmctive use combinml with 
iiie.veiiMable neglect, is causing tin' 
forests to dwindle under our pro- 
(jrossive denmnds upon them. The 
problem therefore is nol to In- 
solved by disuse but by wise use and 
protect ion. These lopi-ther will s i 
stlmnlate forest g-rowtll that the 
n led w I may be harvested with- 
out depict iiifr the stock on hand, 
and will keep inla(l the protcctiM' 
co\er at the stream sources."
